DUBLIN, Oct. 7.—No event of the last 


half century has so startled the people 
of this city as did the announoement.at 
an early hour this morning, of the 
death of Mr. Pttrncll at Brighton 
last night. The bulletin boards con- 
veyed iho unexpected tidings in letters 
a foot long to the workmen hurrying 
to their various occupations. At tho 
railway stations the news was posted 
in conspicuous places to catch tho eyes 
of the incoming throngs from th.e sub- 
urban towns. In front of the post- 
ollioe, the rotunda, Nelson's monument 
mid a score of prominent places along

street, announcements of tho. death of 
the Irish luador confronted the pro- 
foundly nnVcted crowds who gazed 
upon them. Men, women and children 
alike seemed to lie stuunuil by the 
words which stared them in the face 
It was noticeable that no expression o 
political feeling was heard among the 
groups who wore gathered to discus1 
the death of the Irish chieftain.

Net one appears to have known that the 
lush leader was oven slightly ill, and 
up to the very hour of death, Parnell 
seems to havo malntainud that secret- 
ivuncss which had so markedly be- 
come a characteristic of his later 
years. U ii, however, recalled that on 
his last public appearance he remarked 
that ho was speaking against the orders 
of his physicians.

Mlolmol DavtU Surprised—THo 
Harsh 
Words for Farnoll. 


New YOIIK, Oet. 8.—No event in re- 


cent Irish political history has pro- 
duced such a sensation among Irish- 
Americans as the announcement of the 
death of Charles Stewart Parnell. No- 
body anticipated Mr. Parnell's death, 
and all the calculations of the Irish 
nationalists as to the future of the homo 
rule movement were based on Parnell's 
apparently inflexible determination to 
continue the fight upon the lines laid 
down in his manifesto, e>ot\vithstand- 
iug his final separation from the great 
majority of his colleagues. 


Michael Davitt could hardly believe 


the news of Parnell's death. It was 
apparently the last thing that he ex- 
pected to hear, "The news comes with 
such suddenness," ho said, "that I can 
hardly believe it. Is it not possible 
that there has been some mistake?" 
When assured that the news had been 
confirmed, he said: "I regret exceed- 
ingly, from a personal standpoint, the 
death of Parnell. I regret it because 
it is sad to speculate on tho brilliant 
future that Charles Stewart Parnell had 
and tho grent opportunity that fell 
to him to Immortalize himself as a 
patriot in the cause of his native land. 
I believe that no harsh utterances will 
be delivered ov^r the grave of Mr. Par- 
nell, and that many if not all of tho 
animosities that havo existed among 
the people of Ireland recently will be 
buried out of sight never to be resur- 
rected. 


Lamentable, But Providential. 


CINCINNATI, Oct. 8.—Mr. J. P. Car- 


berry, a prominent Irishman of this 
city, upon being told of Mr. Parncll's 
death, said: "Although a lamentable 
thing, the death of so young t, man, yet 
it is providential so far as the affairs of 
Ireland are concerned. New parties 
will be solidified and there will be no 
more dissensions 
There was a strong 


personal attachment to Mr. Parnell, 
which caused division even up to date. 
The same remark may be applied with 
even greater force to England, for tho 
Irish parliamentary party will bo 
united under the leadership of Dillon 
and Justin McCarthy who will-heartily 
co-operate with Mr. Gladstone in car.

Father Mackey said the death of 


Parnell would reunite the factions in 
home rule and that It would strengthen 
tho hands of Gladstone and the liberal 
party.

committee and Rev. J. M. King, secre- 
tary. 


Bishop J. F. Hurst delivered an ad- 


dress of welcome. He spoke of tho 
long struggle and growth of Meth- 
odism; reviewed its work, strength and 
unity, and paid a glowing tribute to 
those who had attended the conference 
in 1881, and now had joined the great 
majority. He extended a cordial wel- 
come to the presiding officers; to the 
delegates throughout the United States, 
and to those who hod come from far-oil 
lands, and in conclusion paid a hand- 
some tribute to the Methodist workers 
who have, through their exertions, en- 
able Methodism to encircle the globe.

He spoke of 
tho beginning of Methodism in Amer- 
ica, and its strength throughout the 
world. After giving a hearty welcome 
Mr. Carlisle concluded by saying that 
the Wesley brothers did not agree in 
all matters ol the church aud the 
small differences had caused so many 
branches of Methodism that at this 
meeting they must think more of con- 
cord than discord. 


Rev. George Douglas, D D., LL. D., 


of Canada, made tho last .welcoming 
address in which he invited all to help 
in formulatlng-plana for the Improve- 
ment and organization of Methodism. 


Rev. T. B. Stevenson, D. D., LL. D., 


president of the Weslcyan Methodist 
conference of England, responded to 
the addresses of welcome, in a bright 
and witty manner. Ho said he was 
glad to be present at the conference. 
Tho visiting delegates did not require 
such eloquence to make them feel wel- 
come, and he rejoiced in the affection 
and was delighted with the inter- 
change of fellowship.

A Deliberate Murder.

BAITIMOHK, Md., Oet. 8.—A tragic 


accident occurred in tho Union tunnel 
between Pennsylvania avenue and Ful- 
ton stations on the Pennsylvania rail- 
road yesterday afternoon, in which two 
men-were killed outright aud three in- 
jured, all probably fatally. 


The victims were all track-walkers 


who wew at work at the time in the 
tunnel directly under the bed of Argyle 
avenue. The men heard a Western 
Maryland railroad train approaching 
and stepped from the track which they 
thought it would take to the other 
track on the opposite side of the tun- 
nel. 


At this point in the tunnel there is a

In 
ttvery case the increase of postal accom- 
modation has resulted in an increase of 
postal revenue. In some villages the in- 
crease of revenue has been greater than 
that of expenditure, and as a whole the 
Postmaster General expects that the 
extra income will almost, if not quite, 
equal to tbe total expenditure of $10,000. 
but oven if there is n emalljlosp, be will 
nuk a larger appropriation from the next 
OongresP. For tbe experiment has been 
of but a few months' duration, and it in 
so short »time nu increase of revenue is 
apparent, though, perhaps it be not quite 
oqual to the expenditure, there is ground 
for belief that continuance and extension 
of the experiment will lead to yet larger 
increase of income. The history of the 
Postal Department is that of ever in- 
creasing income in proportion to judic- 
ious liberality of expenditure, and this is 
true of foreign nations as well as ot the 
United States, Wherever the accommo- 
dations are great the business is great, 
where they aro scanty the income is 
small.

and 'abominably.' 


"0. Omit chapter xxxll, 2, entirely."
